AFTER TWO DAYS OF 
SEARCHING, DIVERS 
RECOVER BODY

Police divers found the body of a missing col- 
lege student Wednesday afternoon, 242 days 
after the Minnesota woman vanished beneath 
the surface of the frigid Chicago River. 

Chicago police said Lauren Li, 21, slipped 
into the icy river while trying to help her 
friend, Ken Hoang, 26, who had fallen into 
the water while trying to retrieve a dropped 
cellphone Monday shortly after midnight. 
He, too, died. 

The end to the search for Li came hours 
after another friend, the lone survivor, was 
released from a hospital. Quoc-Viet Phan Ho- 
ang, 23, also fell into the river near River Es- 
planade Park, not far from Lake Shore Drive. 

Li, an honors student at the University of 
Minnesota who aspired to become a doctor, 


was visiting Chicago with her friends while on 
a semester break. 

Li’s parents, both Chinese immigrants, hur- 
ried to Chicago from their Minnesota home 
to await word on the search effort. 

“That’s a relief to me, if nothing else,” Li’s 
older brother, Frank, said Wednesday by 
telephone after learning a body had been dis- 
covered about 1 p.m. near where Li had gone 
missing. 

Police tied a ribbon of yellow crime scene 
tape to a railing near where they found the 
body. 

According to a police report obtained by 
the Tribune, Hoang was taking photos from 
the riverwalk when he dropped his cellphone 
onto the ice below. He climbed over a fence 
onto the ice but fell into the water. Li then 
dropped down onto the ice to rescue him but 
also slipped into the river. She yelled out for 
help, and Phan Hoang then stepped onto the 
ice and fell into the water, police said. 

The Cook County medical examiner’s of-

fice ruled Tuesday that Hoang drowned and 
that alcohol contributed to his death. 

Li’s autopsy is scheduled for Thursday. 

Divers had made repeated efforts to find 
Li’s body since Monday, even using a small 
sonar device to probe the ice-covered river. 
Search efforts were hampered by freezing 
conditions, the ice and zero visibility under- 
water. 

University of Minnesota officials said Li 
was a senior in the school’s College of Bio- 
logical Science and active in campus Asian- 
American student organizations. Hoang, who 
was born in Vietnam, was a liberal arts stu- 
dent who attended the university until 2010, 
a campus official said. 

“The University of Minnesota extends our 
sympathy to the families of Ken Hoang and 
Lauren Li, both of whom died in a tragic ac- 
cident in the Chicago River. We are relieved 
both families now have closure,” Danita 
Brown Young, the university’s dean of stu- 
dents, said in a statement.

E-cigarettes will join regular smokes and 
other tobacco products as forbidden in most 
indoor public places in Chicago after alder- 
men on Wednesday approved a measure 
backed by Mayor Emanuel to restrict where 
electronic cigarettes can be used and how 
they can be sold.

The ordinance, which passed 45-4 after 
opponents took one last chance to voice 
their displeasure, will prohibit people from 
using e-cigarettes in restaurants, bars and 
most other indoor public places in the city. 
The measure also will require retailers to sell 
e-cigarettes from behind the counter so it’s 
harder for minors to get their hands on them. 


Emanuel has made tobacco regulations a 
recent focus, working to frame the discus- 
sion over cigarette sales as a question of how 
willing elected officials are to protect chil- 
dren from getting lured into addiction at a 
young age. 

At last month’s City Council meeting, al- 
dermen voted to restrict sales of menthol

cigarettes near Chicago schools. Emanuel 
delivered a short speech from the dais, posi- 
tioning himself as a bulwark against the evils 
of Big Tobacco. Emanuel also increased the 
city’s cigarette tax as part of his 2014 budget. 

On Wednesday, the mayor used approval 
of the e-cigarette regulations as another 
chance to lay out his anti-tobacco bona fides, 
saying Chicago can’t wait for the Food and 
Drug Administration to take a position on 
the safety of the products. 

“Having worked with the FDA, having 
encouraged them to take steps to protect 
individuals and children, they are usually an 
agency that leads from behind,” Emanuel 
said. “And when it comes to the city of Chi- 
cago, when it comes to the people of the city 
of Chicago, when it comes to the children 
of the city of Chicago, I do not believe we 
should wait.” 

But Ald. Brendan Reilly (42nd) continued

to oppose the indoor ban on e-cigarettes. 
Reilly, who said he’s using e-cigarettes to 
help him quit smoking, likened the devices 
to needle exchanges for heroin addicts. 

He said the gadgets help reduce the harm 
smokers suffer by offering a product safer 
than conventional smokes. “We’re talking 
about treating two different products like 
they’re one, like they’re combustible ciga- 
rettes,” Reilly said. 

And Ald. Rey Colon @s5th) said he resents 
the way people who oppose greater restric- 
tions on e-smoking have been accused of not 
having children’s best interests at heart. “I 
hate to keep using, I keep thinking of that 
movie ‘My Cousin Vinnie’—‘the youths, the 
youths.’ We keep using the children as an ex- 
cuse to pass any ordinance we want to pass, 
because who can deny the children?” Colon 
said. 

After the vote, electronic cigarette manu- 
facturer Njoy released a statement express- 
ing disappointment. “This vote lacks any 
scientific basis and reflects a clear misun- 
derstanding on the part of the City Council 
of the serious unintended consequences to 
public health that their actions will cause,” 
the statement reads in part. “Make no mis- 
take: this will only benefit Big Tobacco and 
is a step backward in the fight against the to- 
bacco epidemic.” 

E-cigarette use will be prohibited in most 
indoor public places starting April 29, while 
the new rules on the sale of e-cigarettes will 
take effect in six months. Stores that violate 
the sales rules and are caught could be hit 
with fines of up to $2,000.

Lady Edith comes into 
her own on ‘Downtor’

There’s something to be said for being the 
other sister. 

Lady Edith, the second of three daughters 
to the Earl of Grantham in the upstairs-down- 
stairs international sensation “Downton Ab- 
bey,” has wrested compassion from overlooked 
middle siblings far and wide with her woeful 
existence. 

The Jan Brady of post-Edwardian Yorkshire, 
in the course of three seasons, has endured 
no shortage of “Marcia! Marcia! Marcia!” mo- 
ments. There is the combative relationship 
with her older, seemingly prettier sister Mary 
(Michelle Dockery)—complete with cutting 
one-liners that would surely muster a smile out 
of the Dowager Countess. 

“It’s all kind of depressingly great,” says Lau- 
ra Carmichael, the proprietor of the perpetu- 
ally afflicted character. “Is that awful of me to 
say? It’s just that I think all the negative things 
that have happened, and her always feeling like 
she’s on the sidelines, have made her a far more 
interesting woman to me. “ 

On the contrary, people have found their 
spirit animal in Lady Edith. Her fortunes—or 
misfortunes, rather—have inspired all the trap- 
pings of a 21st century wonder: e-cards, memes, 
Tumblr sites and fake Twitter accounts. Huff- 
ington Post has crowned her a “badass,” and 
Slate, in a piece that ran in February, wrote of 
the open-to-change, plainer sister: “She’s basi- 
cally the Carrie Bradshaw of the mid-war set.” 

The fourth season made its stateside debut 
Sunday on PBS, six months since the death of 
Downton heir Matthew Crawley, and a gloom 
still hovers over the estate as the roaring ’20s 
beckon. Lady luck, meanwhile, seems to finally 
be with Lady Edith. She continues to write her

own column; her newspaper editor, Michael 
Gregson, is in love with her and willing to go to 
great lengths to be with her; and her wardrobe 
has become significantly beaded and chic. 

It’s all enough to get Carmichael’s ruby red- 
stained lips to crack a smirk. 

“It’s a really strong [season] for Edith,” the 
27-year-old British actress said. “It’s a fascinat- 
ing time for women. We really get to play those 
moral dilemmas and social changes through 
Edith.” 

That’s assuming American viewers, like 
some of the “Downton Abbey” brethren, are 
adverse to an advancing world. This season 
has already aired overseas, and the Internet is 
chock full of spoilers from Britain about a con- 
troversial predicament for Edith. 

Prior to her consignment to adversity as 
Lady Edith, the then-aspiring actress worked 
as a receptionist at a doctor’s office—“I was 
God-awful at it. I was always forgetting to 
file stuff and I was wretched at answering the 
phones.” 
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‘Helix’ is familiar, but 
frightening anyway 


As scientists and 
soldiers in the new 
Syfy series “Helix” 
race-crawl through 
air ducts and dark 
corridors to hunt 
down muck-spewing 
mutants, viewers 
will be reminded of other iconic science 
fiction productions. 

“Alien,” “The Andromeda Strain,” “The 
Thing” and other tales of people trapped in 
terror-filled isolation inform the 13-episode 
series, but series creator Cameron Porsandeh 
and executive producer Ronald D. Moore 
still manage to surprise and scare with their 
tale of paranoia at an Arctic research facility. 

“Helix” may not be all that original, but it’s 
the best show Syfy has premiered in a long 
time. It’s a welcome return to serious sci-fi 
for a network that lately has filled its slate 
mostly with fantasies, fairy tales, monster

mashups and far too many reality shows. 

The series stars Billy Campbell as Dr. Alan 
Farragut, who leads a team from the Centers 
for Disease Control to a remote polar 
complex run by Arctic Biosystems where 
scientists are performing grisly experiments 
with a deadly virus that has infected Alan’s 
brother Peter Farragut (Neil Napier) and two 
other researchers. 

Alan’s team includes his ex-wife, Dr. Julia 
Walker (Kyra Zagorsky), star virologist Dr. 
Sarah Jordan (Jordan Hayes), snarky veteri- 
nary pathologist Dr. Doreen Boyle (Cath- 
erine Lemieux) and Army security expert 
Maj. Sergio Balleseros (Mark Ghanime), who 
seems to have shifting allegiances. 

The center’s director, Dr. Hiroshi Hatake 


(Hiroyuki Sanada), offers the CDC team un- 
limited access to the base and any research to 
help them corral the virus. The team begins 
studying Peter to learn why he is still alive— 
although with black blood coursing through 
his body—while the other victims have been 
reduced to bones and muck. 

Hatake keeps his distance, spying on them 
and hiding vital information as Alan and his 
team uncover horror after gross-out horror in 
the maze of labs. (Beware the test monkeys!) 
Tension builds to a breaking point before a 
new revelation resets the action and the slow 
boil starts all over again.

“Helix” isn’t without faults. Bad dialogue 
and its less-than-stellar supporting cast can 
be distracting. Soap-opera subplots —Julia 
was involved with both Farraguts and Sarah 
has a thing for Alan— often derail the action. 
But the series hits its stride in the third epi- 
sode when the outbreak spins out of control, 
forcing Alan to make difficult decisions that 
challenge his personal sense of morality. 

Hints of a deeper mythology are revealed, 
too, suggesting that “Helix” will move be- 
yond its stop-the-virus story into something 
even more intriguing. In the meantime, it’s a 
suspenseful, scary thriller.
